Murkland of the New Hampshire Uni 
versity, in an address on meohani 
art, called attention to the discover, 
by a student of the University o 
Nevada of a method by which th 
analysis of cyanide solutions is won 
derfnlly accelerated. 


This is an error, for the wonderfn 


discovery is yet but an imperfect ne' 
application ot the old method. Th 
student is still working at his applica 
tion, which will no doubt facilitate 
but will in no way revolutionize th 
present method of analyzing potassium 
cyanide solutions for the gold and 
silver they contain. 


The "wonderful discovery'1 is but a 


clever application of tbe old method 
of electrolysis, and instead of reducing 
the time required for the analysis 
from three days to twenty minutes, as 
stated by President Mnrklaud, it may 
accomplish in half an hour the precip- 
itation which now occupies about 
tliree hours.

The Steel Boxes Case. 


Yesterday morning's Appeal con- 


ained the full text of the Supreme 
!ourt decision in the case of the Office 
Specialty Company vs. The Commis- 
sioners of Washoe County. The de- 
isioii is by Bonnifleld, the other two 
Pudges concurring. The writ of man- 
damus asked for is denied, which is a 
decision in favor of defendant. The 
decision is quite a long one, but the 
'ollowing extract contains tbe gist of 
the whole matter: 


" Whatever may have been the legis- 


ative object in passing the aot, we 
presume it wus H good one, but wo can- 
not indulge such violent presumption 
us that tbe object was to compel a 
county to pay a claim which had been 
finally adjudicated by the courts to be 
'raudulent on the part of tbe claimant. 


" Mandamus should not bs granted 


:o compel a technical compliance with 
the strict letter of the lnw in disregard 
of its spirit." 


This probably ends this somewbat 


celebrated case. The Offiuo Specialty 
Company bas exhausted all of tbe 
legislative and judicial sources ooen 
to it for the recovery of its claim, but 
without success. Tbe county has the 
goods and is using them, and the com- 
pany is loser to the amount of their 
value. Without reference to the legal 
questions involved, we hardly think 
that a business man who valued his 
reputation for fair dealing would care 
to acquire property in a like manner.
